Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  V.P.  Dick  LeBlanc.  Pres.  Osborn  asked  for  a  moment  of 
silence  for  the  victims  of  a  construction  disaster  in  Bridgeport  and  for  the  U.  S. 
Servicemen  whose  ship  was  bombed  in  the  mid-east.  He  indicated  that  Dir.  Foley  would 
later  be  asking  form  remembrance  for  a  former  President  of  the  Teachers  Union,  Brother 
Doherty.  He  also  asked  John  O'Malley,  Regional  Director  to  be  remembered  since  he  has 
been  ill . 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  last  month's  meeting.  So  voted. 

The  President  advised  that  Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  would  be  giving  his  report 
first  since  he  had  several  people  connected  with  the  renovation  of  the  building  at  44 
Temple  Place  present  to  give  an  update  and  answer  questions. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Financial  report  noted. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  explained  that  the  people  hired  to  bring  about  the  renovation  of 
the  building  were  present  --  they  were  Sidney  Shuman,  Project  Manager;  Bill  Rowe, 
Architect;  and  Shirley  Kirley,  Interior  Designer.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  introduced 
Shirley  Kirley  first.  She  displayed  layouts  and  explained  her  planning  of  space  and 
color  for  the  new  offices. 

Next,  Secretary-Treasurer  Carpenter  introduced  Bill  Rowe,  who  advised  that  the  drawings 
were  ready  to  be  sent  to  the  Building  Dept.,  the  Bank  and  the  B.R.A.  by  the  end  of  the 
week.  He  explained  that  contractors  would  be  brought  together  to  review  the  plans  and 
the  lowest  bidder  would  get  the  job.  Negotiations  have  been  started  with  possible 
tenants. 

Sec. -Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  a  meeting  had  been  held  that  morning  with  the 
Executive  Officers  to  go  over  the  plans  and  subsequently  a  Finance  Committee  meeting 
will  be  held  to  review  the  budget. 

Sidney  Shuman,  a  retired  contractor,  now  Project  Manager,  advised  that  it  will  be  an 
open  bid  to  the  contractors  and  the  Building  Committee  will  be  kept  abreast  of  what  is 
going  on. 

The  President  asked  if  there  were  any  questions. 

V.P.  Mahar  asked  Mr.  Shuman's  opinion  of  the  project  itself.  Mr.  Shuman  gave  the 
merits  of  the  project  and  advised  he  felt  it  was  worthwhile  and  would  make  a  very 
exciting  office  space. 
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V.P.  Alman  asked  how  we  stood  from  a  legal  standpoint.  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  explained 
that  the  building  is  the  possession  of  the  Council;  action  is  being  taken  to  have 
deadlines  extended  by  the  BRA  for  the  start  of  construction.  The  additional  money 
needed  has  been  approved. 

V.P.  Alman  asked  if  any  delays  or  such  could  occur. 

Mr.  Shuman  answered  that  posibly  the  prices  may  be  10  times  higher  than  anticipated. 
There  is  no  way  of  telling  but  he  promised  to  work  to  keep  it  within  the  budget. 
Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  said  that  there  may  be  a  slim  possibility  the  bank  would  not  give 
the  loan  because  the  deadline  was  not  met  which  would  necessitate  shopping  around  for 
more  money. ..or  also  that  the  B.R.A.  could  possibly  back  out. 

Exec.  V.P.  Faherty  asked  if  the  costs  of  interior  decorating  were  included  in  the 
budget. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  Ms.  Kirley's  fees  and  also  some  items  such  as  rugs 
were  in  the  budget.  Other  items  such  as  furniture  were  not  included. 

Mr.  Shuman  advised  he  will  be  coming  up  with  a  breakdown  on  the  built-in  furniture  to 
see  if  it  is  cheaper  to  buy  ready-made. 

Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  thanked  the  three  building  consultants  for  their  reports. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month. 

He  discussed  at  length  the  situation  with  the  RAB  benefits  and  he  read  a  letter  he  sent 
to  the  Governor  expressing  his  great  concern  that  the  amount  budgeted  in  the 
supplemental  was  not  near  what  was  indicated  they  would  get.  The  budget  which  goes 
into  effect  July  1st,  S.T.  Carpenter  explained,  is  not  the  problem.  However,  the  money 
needed  from  January  to  June  30th  is  a  great  problem  as  there  are   thousands  of  workers 
waiting  for  payments.  Follow-up  will  continue  on  this  problem  and  Dir.  Foley  will 
report  in  greater  detail. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.  So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

The  President  reported  on  his  activities  over  the  past  month  as  follows: 

-  Appeared  at  the  Pioneer  Valley  C.L.C.  where  he  and  Charlie  Thompson  brought 
the  concerns  on  Balanced  Billing  to  the  membership.  Some  of  the  Legislature  is  pushing 
to  do  away  with  the  protection  we  have  and  a  bill  not  favorable  to  Labor  has  been 
reported  out.  The  meeting  at  the  C.L.C.  was  a  very  good  one. 

-  The  Homeless  Spring  Festival  on  Easter  Saturday  was  a  great  success  and  Pres. 
Osborn  thanked  the  Vice  Presidents  who  participated  for  their  efforts. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  he  complained  to  the  Governor  by  letter  on  the  fact 
that  the  appointments  to  the  trusteeships  of  state  colleges  were  made  and  Pres. 
Osborn's  recommendations  were  not  considered.  The  President  had  listed  12  names  from 
Labor.  A  meeting  was  held  between  Pres.  Osborn  and  Ed  Lashman  and  the  timing  of  the 
President's  letter  (which  was  17  days  prior  to  the  decision)  was  questioned  by  the 
Governor's  office  and  explained.  This  is  being  investigated  and  Pres.  Osborn  indicated 
that  a  strong  stand  must  be  taken  by  Labor. 
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Later  Pres.  Osborn  along  with  Tom  Evers  and  Joe  Joyce  met  with  Hale  Champion  from 
Harvard  on  the  complaint  --  Sec.  of  Labor  Eustace  is  also  addressing  this  problem. 

-  Attended  the  opening  of  the  new  UAW  office  in  Dedham. 

-  Attended  a  meeting  with  Sen.  Olver  and  the  Building  Trades  to  form  a 
committee  to  stay  ahead  of  the  tax  cap  situation.  Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  is  cautious 
of  this  group  and  feels  a  watchful  eye  should  be  kep  out  to  assure  that  the  Building 
Trades  treasury  is  not  used  as  a  funnel  to  other  programs. 

-  Was  a  guest  speaker  at  the  IBEW  Local  1505  conference  on  the  Cape. 

-  Marched  in  a  picket  line  with  Local  1228  with  Nick  Roussos. 

-  Hosted  the  Scholarship  Dinner  at  the  JFK  Library  which  was  a  great  success 
and  received  much  positive  feedback  on  this. 

-  Attended  meetings  to  address  the  problem  of  regenerating  the  A.  Phillip 
Randolph  Institute  and  another  meeting  is  scheduled  for  June  1st.  The  President 
advised  he  will  keep  the  Council  posted  on  this. 

-  The  President  advised  he  is  in  communication  with  the  Letter  Carriers  Union 
regarding  an  increase  in  their  affiliation. 

-  Attended  the  Governor's  announcement  of  his  candidacy  to  the  Presidency  --  on 
Boston  Common.  The  President  advised  he  was  proud  of  Tom  Mclntyre  who  introduced  the 
Governor  that  day. 

-  Spoke  at  an  IRRA  conference  with  the  heads  of  the  Connecticut  and  Rhode 
Island  Federations  on  Labor's  image  and  its  future. 

-  Spoke  at  the  Teachers  Convention. 

-  Attended  the  Democratic  Party  Dinner. 

-  Attended  IBEW  1505  meeting  and  nominated  his  son,  Arthur  Jr.  for  Vice 
President  of  that  union  — he  was  re-elected  without  opposition. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  situation  with  the  General  Dynamics  shipyard  and 
advised  that  a  new  bid  was  given  to  the  Company,  and  we  are  very  hopeful. 

-  The  President  congratulated  Norfolk  C.L.C.  on  their  Legislative  Breakfast  and 
expressed  hopes  that  other  Central  Labor  Councils  would  follow  their  efforts. 

-  Met  with  Boston  Building  Trades  at  Local  103  on  their  strategy  planning  to 
combat  the  efforts  of  people  trying  to  undo  the  good  which  we  have  done  on  the 
Prevailing  Wage  issue,  such  as  running  an  independent  poll. 

-  Working  on  the  Democratic  Convention  --  attended  a  delegates  meeting  in 
Waltham.  The  President  praised  Craig  Stepno  for  his  good  work  on  this  convention. 

-  Spoke  at  testimonial  dinner  for  Joe  Nigro. 

-  Appeared  and  spoke  with  Sen.  Kerry  and  Mayor  Flynn  at  an  event  to  open  up 
public  housing  at  the  Orchard  Park  facility. 
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-  Attended  a  black  caucus  meeting  with  Joe  Nigro  to  hear  the  concerns  of  the 
black  community  who  feel  left  out  in  the  area  of  construction  --  Brother  Nigro  pledged 
his  help. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  Workers  Comp.  Advisory  Council  and  the  problems 
which  have  to  be  ironed  out  between  the  judges  and  the  head  of  the  Commission. 

-  Attended  and  spoke  at  a  meeting  at  S.M.U.  on  "Labor  and  the  Media"  which  had 
a  very  good  attendance. 

-  The  President  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  is  meeting  and  the  problems 
in  this  area  will  be  passed  on  to  the  Council  as  they  appear.  Possiblity  of  a  per 
capita  increase  has  been  discussed.  The  President  learned  that  the  election  was  not  in 
the  budget.  Another  meeting  is  scheduled  and  a  report  will  be  made  to  the  Council  on 
this. 

-  Met  with  the  Firemen  and  Oilers  on  their  labor  dispute  at  the  Park  Plaza  -- 
S.T.  Carpenter  also  tried  to  help  in  this  situation  with  the  Governor  and  the  Mayor. 
Pres.  Osborn  advised  he  met  with  V.P.  Bozzotto  and  plans  also  to  meet  with  Van  Kleeck 
of  the  Park  Plaza.  The  outlook  is  that  the  problem  will  be  settled  within  the  next  two 
or  three  days. 

-  Pres.  Osborn  reported  that  he  met  with  V.P.  Bozzotto  regarding  his 
affiliation  not  being  up  to  past  figures.  Brother  Bozzotto  replied  that  this  will 
change  and  the  figures  will  be  increased  back  to  where  they  were.  Brother  Bozzotto 
also  advised  that  if  it  were  mutually  agreeable  between  Local  26  and  the  Council,  it  is 
the  desire  of  that  local  to  have  Dorothy  Thomas  replace  him  on  the  Executive  Council. 

MMS  to  have  Dorothy  Thomas,  Hotel  Restaurant  Employees  Local  26,  replace  Vice  President 
Domenic  Bozzotto  on  the  Executive  Council.  So  voted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  report.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Walsh  discussed  the  situation  in  New  York  where  the  Building  Trades  are 
constructing  houses  for  union  workers  within  a  three  mile  radius  of  their  jobs  and 
getting  financing  within  the  reach  of  the  workers.  Discussion  followed  on  this. 

Exec.  V.P.  Evers  advised  that  Sen.  Olver  has  gotten  money  from  various  unions  --  UAW, 
SEIU,  MFT,  Public  Employees —  this  proves  he  is  trying  to  organize  a  think  tank  group 
to  counter  the  right  wing  anti-tax  groups. 

Pres.  Osborn  headed  a  lengthy  discussion  on  the  Workers  Comp.  Reform  --  many  of  the 
problems,  the  caseloads,  the  need  for  additonal  judges,  etc. 

V.P.  Mahar  brought  up  the  fact  that  there  was  no  procedure  for  collecting  or  enforcing 
the  $100  a  day  fine  on  corporations  for  not  reporting.  Pres.  Osborn  advised  this  would 
be  looked  into. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  reported  that  Balanced  Billing,  at  this  time,  was  the  most  important 
issue.  He  went  into  detail  on  the  problems  being  encountered  at  this  time  and  advised 
he  feels  this  can  be  beaten  in  the  House  before  it  comes  out  in  any  overall  health  care 
package.

-  Prevailing  Wage  discussed  by  Director  Foley. 

-  UFCW  bill  on  Sunday  openings  was  brought  up.  This  is  scheduled  for  next 
House  calendar. 

-  The  bill  on  drug  testing  was  discussed  at  length  —  Dir.  Foley,  Exec.  V.  P. 
Evers  and  Faherty,  Vice  Presidents  Farmer,  LeBlanc,  Romano  and  O'Brien  all  gave  their 
views  on  this  subject.  After  much  discussion,  a  motion  was  made. 

MMS  to  refer  the  subject  of  legislation  for  drug  testing  to  the  Executive  Officers,  the 
position  of  National  AFL/CIO  to  be  checked,  and  findings  to  be  brought  back  to  the 
Council  before  any  specific  legislation  is  supported.  So  voted. 

Dir.  Foley  explained  the  problem  in  the  budget  concerning  the  RAB/REAP  benefits. 

Dir.  Foley  discussed  the  problems  with  Workers  Comp.,  with  the  backlog  of  cases,  the 
report  of  cases  lost  and  the  need  for  additonal  judges  in  the  system.  He  informed  V.P. 
Mahar  that  Employer  fines  were  being  collected,  and  it  was  the  insurance  company  fines 
that  are  not  being  processed  yet.  Pres.  Osborn  asked  V.P.  Mahar  to  supply  him  with 
names  of  employers  not  filing  and  not  being  fined.  Requested  specific  cases. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.  So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT 

Pres.  and  Educational  Director  Osborn  advised  that  his  previous  summation  of  the 
Scholarship  Report  should  be  considered  as  the  Education  Report. 

MMS  to  accept  this  previous  information  as  the  Education  Reprot.  So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  for  the  meeting  to  adjourn  to  go  into  closed  session.

In  1985,  the  AFL-CIO  convention  resolved  to  continue  the  process  of  encouraging 
membership  involvement  and  consultation  in  the  decision  on  an  AFL-CIO  early  presidential 
endorsement. 

In  keeping  with  that  policy,  the  AFL-CIO  is  making  information  available  to  all 
affiliates  on  the  candidates'  positions  on  national  issues.  Our  goal  is  for  these  materials  to 
be  seen  by  as  many  of  the  13  million  members  of  AFL-CIO  unions  and  their  families  as 
possible. 

We  have  received  answers  to  five  key  questions  from  the  declared  or  potential 
candidates  from  both  major  political  parties— eight  Democrats  and  six  Republicans.   While 
several  other  people  have  said  they  are  exploring  a  presidential  bid,  each  felt  that  he  could 
not  make  his  decision  early  enough  to  participate  in  our  process. 

Four  questions  answered  in  writing  deal  with  foreign  trade,  federal  budget  deficits, 
human  needs  and  labor's  role  in  the  political  process.   On  the  videotape,  the  candidates 
outline  their  views  on  presidential  leadership. 

The  written  answers  will  be  sent  to  you  by  the  end  of  May  as  an  eight-page  paper,  the 
size  of  the  AFL-CIO  News.   Many  AFL-CIO  national  and  international  unions  also  plan  to 
reprint  the  answers  in  their  membership  publications  as  the  outreach  effort  continues 
through  the  summer. 

It  is  in  the  showing  of  the  videotape  answers  that  we  particularly  need  your  help. 

Every  AFL-CIO  regional  director  and  COPE  area  director  will  have  copies  of  the 
tape  by  the  end  of  May.  If  they  have  not  already  spoken  to  you,  please  contact  them  now 
and  arrange  for  a  viewing  for  AFL-CIO  members  in  your  area. 

Many  affiliated  national  and  international  unions  will  also  be  distributing  the 
materials  within  their  ranks.  I  would  like  to  ask  your  help  in  encouraging  and,  when 
appropriate,  coordinating  that  process  in  your  area. 

For  your  guidance,  here  are  some  general  rules  that  you  should  observe  throughout 
this  phase  of  the  process:

-  The  trust  in  the  AFL-CIO  displayed  by  the  cooperation  of  the  candidates  must  be 
reciprocated.   Everything  you  do,  say,  distribute  or  show  should  reflect  scrupulous  fairness 
to  each  of  these  candidates.   Please  note,  for  example,  that  we  have  made  the  decision  not 
to  include  COPE  voting  records  in  any  of  the  materials  you  will  receive  because  there  was 
no  way  to  do  that  and  be  fair  to  candidates  who  have  not  held  federal  legislative  office. 

-  This  program  is  the  educational  phase  of  our  political  process.   Its  goal  is  to  get 
information  to  AFL-CIO  union  members.   Later,  when  it  is  timely  to  discuss  preferences, 
members  will  express  their  preferences  through  their  unions,  not  through  any  arm  of  the 
AFL-CIO--state,  local  or  national. 

-  Federal  election  law  forbids  us  to  distribute  the  written  questions  or  show  the 
videotape  to  the  general  public.   The  materials  are  internal  documents  that  may  ONLY  be 
made  available  to  members  of  AFL-CIO  unions.   However,  the  commercial  news  media  may, 
if  you  so  choose,  cover  meetings  at  which  you  show  the  tape  and  distribute  the  written 
questions. 

With  your  help,  this  can  become  one  of  the  most  extensive  and  most  successful 
political  education  efforts  ever  undertaken.

For  export-rich  New  England, 
trade  bill  raises  some  fears

WASHINGTON  -  Once,  in  the  heyday  of 
the  New  England  mills  and  the  Great  Lakes 
coal  foundries,  congressional  efforts  to  protect 
industry  centered  on  one  element:  Jobs. 

But  last  week,  the  House,  In  overwhelming- 
ly endorsing  a  trade  retaliation  bill,  went  far 
beyond  the  Jobs  issue  In  Its  attempt  to  revise 
the  rules  of  international  competition.  The  re- 
sult raised  fears  in  areas  such  as  New  Eng- 
land, where  current  prosperity  is  so  directly 
tied  to  exports. 

"Congress  was  trying  to  work  on  a  real 
problem,"  said  Stephen  R.  Levy,  chairman 
and  chief  executive  of  Bolt  Berenek  &  New- 
man in  Cambridge.  "But  the  method  was  not 
appropriate  to  the  problem.  It's  a  distortion  of 
the  free-market  system." 

By  lashing  out  at  foreign  trade  surpluses, 


the  bill  created  a  conflict  between  legislators'' 
free-trade  and  self-protection  instincts  that 
mirrored  the  dilemma  of  a  nation  more  accus- 
tomed to  running  huge  surpluses  with  the 
world  than  to  defending  Itself  against  an  on- 
slaught of  imported  goods. 

The  dilemma  struck  at  the  heart  of  Ameri- 
ca's go-go  economic  system,  recalling  recur- 
rent contesls  for  commercial  advantage  par- 
ticularly familiar  to  New  Englanders,  whose 
technology-fueled  economy  Is  sensitive  to  both 
Imports  and  exports. 

More  than  jobs  was  involved;  national 
pride  was  at  issue,  as  well. 

"I  have  no  objection  to  other  countries 
catching  up  to  the  United  States,"  said  Lynn 
E.  Browne,  a  vice  president  at  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  of  Boston  a~d  an  economist.  "But  I 
don't  want  them  to  pass  us."

In  INew  England,  trade  bill  raises  fears 
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A  traditionally  mercantile  re- 
gion whose  prosperity  has  been 
linked  lo  overseas  trade.  New  Eng- 
land Is  experiencing  an  unprec- 
edented economic  boom  after  dec- 
ades of  reversal-recovery  cycles  In 
which  foreign  competition  played 
no  small  role. 

Indeed,  It  may  have  been  the 
lamentable  memory  of  textiles 
and  tools.  New  England's  bedrock 
Industries  before  they  were  lost  to  ' 
overseas  competitors,  that  In- 
spired 16  of  New  England's  24 
congressmen  lo  support  retali- 
atory trade  measures  that  one  top 
Democrat  called  "draconlan." 

Notably,  II  was  some  of  the 
younger,  newer  members  of  the 
New  England  delegation  who 
spurned  the  retaliatory  Gephardt 
amendment,  named  after  Its  au- 
thor. Rep.  Richard  A.  Gephardt,  a 
^Issourl  Democrat. 

"Maybe  It  was  the  memory 
more-cxpcrlcnecd  members  had  of 
previous  fights  lo  save  shoes  and 
Jobs  at  places  like  the  Qulncy  ship-  ■ 
yard  that  led  them  to  support  Ge- 
phardt." said  Rep.  Brian  J.  Don- 
nelly. 

Cut  Rep.  Joseph  P.  Kennedy 
2d,  a  former  businessman  with 
extensive  dealings  overseas, 
risked  offending  cadres  of  Kenne- 
dy partisans  and  the  House  lead- 
ership by  voting  against  the 
amendment. 

The  Gephardt  amendment,  he 
said  after  the  vote,  was  aimed  at 
the  wrong  villain. 

Calling  the  amendment 
"mechanistic  and  arbitrary," 
Kennedy  blamed  the  Reagan  ad- 
ministration for  policies  "that 
have  made  this  the  biggest  debtor 
nation,"  creating  the  conditions 
for  a  $152.4  billion  trade  Imbal- 
ance.   


'Congress  was  trying  to  work  on  a  real 
problem.  But  the  method  was  not  ap- 
propriate to  the  problem.  It's  a  distor- 
tion of  the  free-market  system/

But  his  stand  won  him  few 
supporters.  "Joe  Kennedy  Is  a 
dear  friend  of  ours."  said  Arthur 
Osborn.  president  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts AFL  CIO  Council,  "nut 
he  |ust  made  the  worst  mistake  of 
his  life." 


Kennedy  was  Joined  by  only 
one  other  New  England  Democrat, 
Rep.  Claudlnc  Schneider  of  Rhode 
Island.  Significantly.  Schneider  Is 
leading  a  congressional  effort 
keyed  to  stimulating  growth  and 
productivity  In  the  US  economy. 

Economists  and  executives 
point  out  that  New  England's 
boom  Is  heavily  dependent  on  ro- 
bust foreign  markets,  where  high- 
value,  high-priced  New  England 
products  such  as  computers  and 
jet  engines  arc  sold. 

Despite  rising  competition  and 
an  overvalued  dollar  that  typically 
hurts  sales  overseas,  key  Indus- 
tries In  New  England's  economic 
revival  have  been  growing  strong- 
ly, adding  profits  and  new  Jobs  at 
a  record  clip. 

Moreover,  much  of  the  record 
growth  Is  directly  attributable  to 
overseas  sales,  which  even  weath- 
ered the  effects  of  the  long  overva- 
lued dollar.  (When  the  dollar  Is 
overvalued,  US  products  are  more 


cosily  to  foreign  buyers,  who  may 
choose  alternative  products,  or 
force  profit-slicing  deals  on  US 
suppliers. | 

An  estimated  one  In  four  New 
England  Jobs  Is  directly  tied  to  ex- 
ports. Between  25  and  40  percent 
of  all  goods  manufactured  In  the 
region  are  destined  for  overseas, 
according  lo  researchers. 

According  to  the  data  devel- 
oped by  Norman  S.  Flclcke.  an- 
other vice  president  and  econo- 
mist al  tension's  Federal  Reserve. 
New  England's  largest  manufac- 
turing employers  added  thou- 
sands of  Jobs  between  1080  and 
1985.  a  period  In  which  other  In- 
dustries were  cutting  employ- 
ment. 

Employment  In  the  electric  and 
electronic  equipment  Industries. 
for  Instance,  which  Includes  the 
rapidly  growing  high -technology 
sector.  Increased  17.7  percent. 
Lumber  and  wood  products,  de- 
spite ongoing  problems  with 
Canadian  Imports,  grew  9.2  per- 
cent. Transportation  equipment 
was  up  3  percent. 

In  addition,  wages  continued  to 
climb,  a  reflection  of  the  higher 
skills  generally  associated  with 
export-orlcnted  Industries. 

Among  New  England  Indus- 
tries that  registered  Job  losses  be- 
tween 1980  and  1985.  and  their 
percentage  declines,  were:  Leather 
and  leather  products  (35  percent): 
textiles  (21.1  percent):  primary 
metals  (17.7  percent  I:  fabricated 
metals  (16.5  percent);  stone,  clay 
and  glass  products  (15.4  percent): 
apparel  (15  percent);  food  (9.1  per- 
cent); furniture  and  fixtures  (8.3 
percent):  nonelectrical  machinery 
(6.3  percent):  and  paper  (4.7  per- 
cenll. 


"Everywhere  you  look.  Indus- 
tries are  gone."  said  Osborn  of  the 
state  AFL-CIO.  "From  a  labor 
guy's  point  of  view,  the  trade  legis- 
lation Is  |ust  a  slap  on  the  wrlsls," 


Still,  Jobs  are  being  created  so 
rapidly  In  New  England  that  Its 
unemployment  rate  Is  the  lowest 
In  the  nation.  In  Massachusetts 
alone,  343.000  net  Jobs  were  added 
to  the  economy  between  1982  and 
1986.  according  to  Marlcne  Selt- 
zer, acting  director  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Division  of  Employment 
Security. 

The  view  of  organized  labor 
heavily  Influenced  the  trade  bill, 
which  extends  a  legislative  cloak 
over  a  wide  range  of  American 
products  from  roses  to  micro- 
processors to  Intellectual  proper- 

In  many  respects,  the  bill  Is  a 
,  reflection  of  earlier  losing  baltlcs 
with  the  administration  and  the 
former  Republican-controlled  Sen- 
ate over  Industry  protections, 
many  of  which  were  Inspired  by 
New  England  Industrial  problems. 


Many  legislators  observed  last 
week  that  had  President  Reagan 
taken  administrative  action  In 
1985  again!  shoe  Importers  that 
clearly  had  harmed  the  New  Eng- 
land-based shoe  Industry  with  un- 
fair Irade  practices,  I  he  wind  In 
protectionist  sails  probably  would 
have  abated. 

Hut  retaliatory  measures  have 
been  building  over  many  years. 
and  other  regions  have  Joined  New 
England  In  experiencing  Ihc 
downside  of  International  compe- 
tition. 

The  South,  for  Instance,  has 
seen  the  tcxlllc  companies  It  In- 
herited from  New  England  suffer 


huge  losses  In  overseas  manufac- 
turers. 

The  Wcsl  has  seen  lis  semicon- 
ductor Industry  atrophy  from 
scorching  i  Japanese  compel  It  Ion  - 
found  lasl  year  to  he  In  violation 
of  trading  agreements. 

The  Midwest,  the  world's  pre- 
eminent food  producer,  suddenly 
has  seen  lis  grains  fating  keen 
competition  from  a  battery  of 
countries,  most  of  them  former 
customers. 

The  soaring  dollar,  only  recent- 
ly brought  flown  lo  earth,  compli- 
cated these  competitive  pressures. 

Rising  consumer  demand  In 
the  United  Stales,  buoyed  by  the 
longest  postwar  recovery  In  Us 
history,  made  room  for  Imports, 
many  of  them  from  Ihc  same  Jap 
ancsc  producers  Americans  Irrita- 
bly criticize. 

"Our  consumers  are  Ihc  gain- 
ers," said  the  Federal  Reserve's 
Browne.  "We're  getting  their  [Im- 
porters'] cheap  products  and  en- 
Joylng  a  higher  standard  of  living 
than  we  might  otherwise."

John  J.  Sweeney,  President  of  the  Service  Employees  International  Union  for  the 
past  seven  years,  came  up  through  the  ranks  of  his  union,  starting  as  a  laborer  in  SEIU 
Local  365  and  advancing  to  Contract  Director  Local  32B  in  1960.  He  organized  the 
politically  powerful  New  York  State  Council  of  SEIU  local  unions  and  SEIU's  Eastern 
Conference  bringing  together  locals  from  Florida  to  Maine.  In  1976  Sweeney  was  elected 
President  of  SEIU  32B;  in  1977  his  local  merged  with  32J  in  New  York  creating  one  of 
the  largest  local  unions  in  the  AFL/CIO  with  some  55,000  members. 

A  Vice  President  of  the  AFL/CIO,  Sweeney  is  a  member  of  its  Executive  Council  and 
is  Executive  Vice  President  of  the  AFL/CIO  Public  Employees  Department.

Dear  Governor  Dukakis: 

We  have  always  had  a  relationship  where,  if  I  had  a  problem  concerning 
the  AFL/CIO  and  its  interfacing  with  your  office,  I  could  call  you  or 
write  to  you  directly  and  feel  comfortable  in  doing  so.   It  is  with  that 
in  mind  that  I  write  to  you  regarding  a  budget  item  that  is  very  dear  to 
my  heart,  both  as  your  former  Chairman  of  the  Mature  Industries 
Commission,  and  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Mass.  AFL/CIO. 

I  received  a  copy  of  a  budget  submitted  by  your  office  that  was  recommending 
$900,000  for  RAB  benefits  for  the  coming  year.   I  have  serious  problems 
with  this. 

A  representative  of  your  office,  Secretary  of  Economic  Affairs,  Joe  Alviani, 
met  with  a  group  of  union  officials  from  the  I.U.E.  and  the  AFL/CIO,  and 
agreed  that  2.5  million  dollars  was  needed  and  would  be  fought  for  by  the 
Administration.   I  learned  that  he  testified  before  the  House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  and  altered  his  agreement  with  us  by  testifying  that  all  that  was 
needed  was  1.7  million,  and  at  the  same  time,  there  is  a  Governor's  budget 
that  calls  for  $900,000  for  RAB  benefits. 

I  hope  you  are  not  now  as  totally  confused  as  I  am  as  to  where  the  State's 
commitments  are  concerning  the  RAB  benefits  as  promised  in  the  Mature 
Industries  legislation.    Quite  frankly,  Governor,  I  believe  that  the  2.5  million 
dollars  in  RAB  benefits  would  not  be  enough,  certainly  not  anything  less 
than  that. 

The  recent  report  by  DES  justifies  that  the  RAB  benefits  are  doing  what 
the  Mature  Industries  legislation  intended  them  to  do  and  that  is  to  provide 
a  financial  cushion  for  dislocated  workers  who  are  facing  the  traumatic 
loss  of  their  jobs  due  to  plant  closings. 
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His  Excellency  Michael  Dukakis 
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I  have  had  many  meetings  privately  with  you  while  the  Commission  was  working  on 
this  matter,  and  you  certainly  communicated  your  feelings  to  the  Commission.   I  know 
that  you  are  a  solid  supporter  of  workers'  rights  involved  in  this  model-for-the-nation 
legislation. 

What  I  would  like  now  is  for  you  to  be  personally  involved  and  assure  us  that  your  office 
is  still  solidly  behind  full  funding  both  for  the  REAP  Program  and  the  RAB  benefits. 

Please  communicate  with  me  as  soon  as  you  can  on  this  very  important  matter.   We  have, 
as  I  understand  it,  thousands  of  workers  waiting  for  their  checks.
